"Students also fail to naMre 
that "the life thev save mny be 
their own", that hy replenishing 
the Red Cross Blood Bank they anil 
the membcr.s of their family are 
assured a free siippK- of blooJ 
whenever the need arises."

McGill, Oxford Tie in A Debate 
Witnessed By Capacity Audience

McGill and Oxford University 
debaters tied last night in a shar 
ply fought battle before a capa- 
city audience in Redpath Ilall. 
The Oxford debaters Allan Jupp 
■nd Antony Newton, and the 
McGill -debaters Norman May and 
Stuart Smith attempted to- resol- 
ve whether or not "Advertising 
is I menace". 

T^rd Shaugnessey, President o( 
the Royal Commonwealth'Soclety 
in Montreal, chaired the debate. 

Norman May, B.C.L. 3. the first 
speaker for the affirmative, criti- 
cized advertising for , its - effects 
Upon the subconscious , minds of 
the public. 

IRRATIONAI. PUBLIC 

May explained that the public 
;ho.t.l(inger,' guided' by rational 
Moificai-rcrUeria whca buying. 



They are not being sold products, 
but rather symbols of emotional 
security, social status, love, and 
power. The admen exploit the 
anxieties and apprehensions of 
the public, and deceive them by, 
flagrant distortion of the facts. 

He argues that the most pre- 
cious gift of our society, freedom 
.of choice, has been taken from 
the public by the advcrlisers. 

NEGATIVE ARGUMENT 

• Anionv Newton opened . the 
negative' argument by agreeing 
that although in a limited sense 
advertising can become a menace 
— just as does anything which 
is misused — nevertheless on 
the whole there are many forms 
of advertising which are- highly 
beneficial to the public. 

Newton stressed the value of 
advertising in an expanding eco- 
noipy He . explained that ads 
stimulate demand, and that this 
has the effect of raising, the na- 
tional standards of a nation. 



He decried the superior atti- 
tude adopted by intellectuals who 
feci that the public has not 
enough intelligence to distinguish 
between fact and fiction in an 
advcrtisment. He argued that the 
people cannot be forced to pur- 
chase what they do not desire or 
need. 

He continued to say that the 
public seeks séxual satisfaction 
prestige and security whether 
they are sold it or not. Uncons- 
cious desires will not be elimi- 
nated by eliminating advertising. 

Stuart , Smith, M.D.C.M. 3, the 
second speaker' for the affirma- 
tive, said that although adverti- 
sing cannot rightly be blamed for 
all the evils that exist in present 
day society, nevertheless there is 
no reason for advertising to en- 
courage these irrationalities in 
.human nature. Advertisers create 
wants, and as soon as one desire 
ha; been satisfied they immedia- 
tely invent, another. Thus a ne- 
ver ending -compuisioa to buy is 



implanted in the mind of th« 

consumer. ' 

BASIC DESIRES 

Smith explained that the basic, 
primary desires of mankind hava 
been supplanted by secondary 
desires which have assumed false 
importance because of adverti- 
sing. 

Allan Jupp countered Smith's 
argument by ihaintaining that 
people do not. give -up basic ne- 
cessities for luxury goods which 
they don't really need. He felt 
that most people put advertising 
in its proper place and are not 
unduly influenced by it. 

He said that It was only reaso- 
nable to expect the negative to 
present their side only, just as 
a politician doesn't inform the 
voters of his opposition's platform. 
He concluded that although thcr^ 
do exists faults in advertising, 
still these defects are not serious 
ones and do not warrant temiins 
advertising a menace. . j .

Nehru : Man of Action 
Brocher Tells SCM

"Nehru is an eclectic, influenced by many philosophical systems, but the ser- 
vant of none" said Dr. Michael Brecher yes terday. His speech inaugurated the "Pro- 
phetic Profiles" Lecture Series sponsored by the Student Christian Movement. 



Dr. Brecher, an Associate Pro* 
lessor of Political Science at Me- 
GUI, is the author of "Nehru: A 
Political Biography", has travell- 
ed extensively through India, and 
has talked with Nehru himself. 

Dr. Brecher began his lecture 
with a brief account of Nehru's 
early life, and mentioned, that he 
was an only child, dominated by 
his father. 

'Nehru received the conven- 
tional education of the British 
aristocracy at Harrow and Cam- 



bridge, and was profoundly in- 
fluenced by his contact with 19th 
century Western liberalism" Dr.

"He returned to India an arro- 
gant, snobbish young lawyer, un- 
concerned with India's problems, 
but was transformed by his con- 
tact with Ghandbi". 

Professor Brecher went on 
to describe Nehru's personal 
characteristics. He described 
Nehru. as a, man of great charm, 
who has remained uncomipted

"Nehru was exposed to lib- 
eralism and Fabian socialism in 
his student days and has since 
been affected by Marxism, his 
readings in the Western human- 
istic tradition, Hinduism and 
Buddhism, but he is not concern* 
ed witlt ideas per se.

Jean Drapeau was repoi tetl yestei-<lay 
ill file i-ily pre.s.s iis having iilleged at a rally Suntlay 
nigiit that Jlontreal'.s C cjitcfrory coiincillor.s inclmle in 
their ranks "bands of fi.\er.«, traders in votes and men 
who are there only to serve their own interests". He 
ningled out for particularly viciou.s attack "repi-esen- 
ijitives of institution.s of higher learning" who sH on 
Council. ■ • 

The following brief explanation of how Montre:il s 
civic government is constituted will help render his 
blast understandable. Aîontreal has a 99-member city 
council : one third elected by property owners alone, 
one-third by tenants and property owners together, 
find the remaining third named by public bodies such 
us the Board of Trade and Universities. The.se groups 
are called, respectively, catcjiories k, B and C. A refe- • 
vcndum will be held next Monday, municipal election 
day, to determine whether or not the city electoi'ale 
wishes to retain C category. 

Ex-Mayor Di-apeau heads à neW political group, 
the Civic Party. A major plank in hi.s platform is the 
iibolition of C category councillors. 

It is thus not difficult to uiuler.stand why Mi'. 
Drapeau launched hi.s attack on the appointed portion 
of Alonti'eal's city council.. But we couldn't surmise why 
he wa.s. so. iiLsi-slent'ly hitter «bout C councillors who 
represent Institutions of higher learning. So we n.sked 
him. 

Last night, Mr. Drapeau ^'ave hi.« an.^wer. He s;\n\ 
his intention was only to explain that iiniver.'iity repre- 
sentatives "are not a sufficient justification, for reten- 
tion of the entire categoi'y". 

'When told that this was not what he was qu^'cd 
• as saying at the Sunday night i-ally, Mr. Drapeau hedged 
and finally admitted that hi.« attack was directed at 
"one particular C councillor from the University of 
Montreal, and not anyone from McGill", 

Thi.s i.s not the kind of talk one cxpect/i from a 
serious mayoralty contender. He should be called upon 
to ju.stify his rash polemics when he visits ]^fcGiIl later 
this week.

Something should be dorie 
About Montreal's Police Force 

It wa.s Gilbert and .Sullivan who wioir "A policeman's lot 
i.' not a happy one." We wonder what these famed satirists 
would have to say about the prc£enl day predicament of 
Montreal's "hoys in blue." 

There's good reason for b«ing blue,, because the obvious 
impunity with which this city's underuuihl element arc behaving 
toward j he local lawmen makes the policemen's lot not only 
unhappy,' but downright embarrassing. 

Comparisons of lawlessness have .-iliiady been m.idc between 
Montreal and the Chicago of the 1&20'k — it's an. unfair and 
inaccurate analogy. The rule of the mob in Chicago was aided 
by the overzealous pursuit of prohibition and abetted by wide- 
spread corruption' in the police force. There is no doubt that 
neither of these conditions are faclois in this city's rising 
crime rate. Where, then, is the problem? A study of .Mon- 
treal's law enforcement setup reveals thai its main deficiencies 
lie in bad public relations, old age, and lack of resources. A 
consideration of each ot these faultji is 'now in order.' 

As a matter of record it would bi interesting to learn how 
the Department's officers are instructed to behave towards the ■ 
public' Arc they told to smile al tourists and old ladies, and 
scowl al -illegal parkers? Do all members .of the force under- 
stand thai the guill or innocence of a suspected criminal is not 
the function of a policeman, but a <|ii(stion for the courts to 
determine? .\re constables aware of the fact thai police \mi- 
forms and badges are intended only ns .i means of idcntificilion 
and nol as a means of achieving iclf-immunity from the law ? 
Respect based on good public relations rather than fcnr would 
nol only reflect itself in the better operation of .the force but 
also in the confidence and support of the public, .Anyone wishing 
to disclose information, or who needs help, should not have to 
think twice before calling police foi advice and protection. 

Advancing age and hardening of Ihc arteries are symptoms 
not peculiar to humans alone. It i^pplies equally to all bodies 
where circulation and activity slow down. Promotion in Ibe 
Montreal Police Department fs alw.iy.s from within the ranks. 
When a patrolman has outgrown louring around town looking 
out for trouble spots — he bceomts a detective where trouble 
is ready made. When a detective is too old to solve trouble he 
. is cither retired or becomes a desk director, and thereby avoids' 
all trouble. Of course. there is a great deal of hard work and 
worry in between these stages, but in the final analysis, as far 
as the eager and able are concerned, it's .ilways a cise of waiting 
to fill empty shoes. Graduation from wilhin may be good from 
the point of view of the security minded, but as an efficient, 
realistic approach to crime prevention it is certainly unsatis- 
factory. 

Professional criminals regard Ihcir work as a serious bust 
ness. The methods and routine of their opposition are carefully 
studied. Criminals must plan ahead and excercise caution be- 
cause a miscalculation could ftiean sudden death or, al best, 
loss of freedom. To combal this,- an alert, ever-changing, ever- 
imaginative, "always one step in front'' police agency is needed. 
Perhaps there i.s much to be said for Iht: recruitment of young 
university graduates directly into the (Mcutivc and administra- 
tive branches of the force — but all this anticipate* the future. 
.Montreal's present needs are more uigent. 

The fine arts of policemanship can all come later. Right 
now something must be done^to cfirb this city's crime and 
terror. One of th'c most effective nays to do this is to put the 
"cop back on the beat", not in cars, but on their own two feet. 
If this requires more men to cover Montreal's area, fhcn fund? 
should immediately be made available for thai purpose. Polit- 
ical pcnnypinching. luis no place when il comes to protecting 
lives and property. Those who are responsible for the main- 
tenance of social order and stability must be provided with 
every reasonable legal and monetary means of. enforcing the 
law, so thai there can be no excuses afterwards. If it not slopped 
in time, the resources gained from criminar activities have an 
innate way of "getting around". The role by mob and money 
must never be permitted lo undermine the ruje of law. To avoid 
that unhappy end, "Montreal's own" arm of law could well do 
-.• I .I'jj.u buildlr.f!.

L;ist yeiir the fommon 
Rdoni of the Arts Building 
hoiiped tliirty permanent re- 
sident}!. Of these it was es- 
timated that twenty-five we- 
re in first year — twenty of 
them lire not in second year. 

Questioned about how one 
hf conies .a "common-room 
addict", our source obser- 
ved, "One' day a freshman 
happens to come in and 
watches the games. 

"Eventually ho 'sits in* on 
A hand. The game doesn't fi- 
nish when the hell for his 
lecture goes; So he cuts the 
(•lns.s and ends up by spen- 
ding the whole day there". 

people loho did 
no work in high school 

He went on to point out 
that resistance to becoming 
a permanent member of the 
club is cut down by the fact 
that these people are the 
hind who were able to go 
through high .school attain- 
ing relatively good marks 
with almost no work. 

They figured that they 
would be able to apply their 
'night-before' studying 
tediniques to university exa- 
minations. It is only late in 
Die .vejir that they realise 
that this method cannot be 
applied — even to get the 
rninimiim fifty per cent. 

"They have never really 
settled down to life at Mc- 
Gill" and they seldom get a 
Hccond chance to try.

However, this is not the 
case. There /is no concern 
for the enjoyment of the. 
game — playing is strictly 
a financial proposition. A 
mood of tension and strain 
].•< prevalent and it is not 
uncommon to witness heated 
verbal engagements — 
which sometimes come very 
close to breaking out into 
phy.«ical action. 

"The mercenary attitude 
is so bad that many people 
will refu.se to plaj' in a ga- 
me if the other participants 
will not show their ca.sh be- 
fore the first card has been 
dealt".' 

Our source confirmed our 
suspicions: that money was 
passed over the table. At the 



beginning of , the yea)', he 
.said, the average loser 
might drop anywhere bet- 
ween $2 and %4. But as the 
year goes on the takes climb 
higher and higher until by 
the end of March, games 
where up to Ç30 or $40 
might be lost were being 
played. 

The exchange of money 
is fine for the winners — 
it was estimated that la.sl 
.year's three biggest winners 
left with a profit of !f(500 
between them (before uni- 
ver.-îity fees have been de- 
ducted) — however the case 
of the losers is .sometimes 
tragic. 

Several iiulividuals lost 
more than they had. This 
meant that they went into 
debt to other members of 
their 'dan'. .Some paid from 
their summer earnings, nn- 
me haven't been seen .«ince 
the Common .Room was clo- 
sed liist Ma.v. Others dug 
into their permanent sa- 
vings. 

The situation in the Ga- 
mes lloom of the Union is 
not nearly as bad. The stakes 
here — in both cards and 
pool are considerably lower. 
The average loss for an af- 
ternoon's play at cards, ge- 
nerally bridge, never runs 
more than $1.50, said our 
.source. Pool games are 
played for the table (60 
cents an hour) and maybe « 
quarter. 

"In all my time there I 
have never seen « really 
'big' pool game and I don't 



believe tliat anybody comes 
down here with the idea of 
making money". 

A.skcd to compare finan- 
cial transactions here with 
those in the common room 
our source pointed out that 
" . . , nobody worries about 
losing fifty cents or a dollar 
but when the losses run up 
to five or ten dollars, then 
it hurt.s", 

De.'-pite the much more 
friendly atmosphere, the 
problem of cardh and pool 
interfering with academic 
pursuits still remained. 
There is also a degree of lec- 
ture missing among the in- 
habit.'ints of the G«me.s 
Room.
